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A Blunder at 
Suez; Another 
Threatens Panama 


You read in Wednesday's 


Star an AP report that our new 
delegate to the United Nations, 
John A. Scali, faces a stormy 
session of the Security Council 
when it meets in Panama—the 
focal point of Latin America's 
hostility toward the United 
States. 


The AP carried the high- 


lights : How President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, rebuffed by 
Colombia when asking for a 
concession to build the canal, is 
supposed to have engineered 
the revolt which enabled 
Panama to split off as an in- 
dependent republic, and then 
almost immediately granting 
the U.S. Uie right to proceed 
with the canal. 


Certainly this was not a 


pleasant chapter 
in U.S. 


history, but what's happening 
70 years later doesn't add to the 
glory of either Panama or her 
Latin sympathizers. The fact is, 
Panama is now trying to 
maneuver into a position where 
she, and not the United States, 
will be running the canal. 


The Panama Canal is vital to 


the 
United States, 
with 


coastlines to defend in both the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. That 
was the cardinal fact in 1903 
when Colombia turned down 
our canal project, and Panama 
became independent and gave 
us the green light. 


But the United States has a 


conscience rarely to be found in 
big powers. We paid Panama 
$10 million for the canal rights 
in 1903, and, in 1914, recognizing 
there was -some justice in 
Colombia's claim that we 
engineered the Panama revolt, 
paid Colombia |25 million. Not 
only that, but periodically we 
have increased our annual 
payments to Panama. 


Latin America chooses to 


forget our reparations to 
Colombia, but nothing Panama 
or her Latin sympathizers say 
or do is going to persuade our 
country to give up management 
of the Panama Canal—not after 
what happened when Egypt 
took the Suez Canal away from 
the French owners who built it. 
Britain sided with France, but 
big, bungling Uncle Sam rushed 
in to take Egypt's side—and 
Suez has been closed ever since. 


After reading the AP dispatch 


on Panama Wednesday 1 looked 
up the facts in The Star's 
standard reference, the huge 
"Concise 
Dictionary 
of 


American History," by Thomas 
C. Cochran and Wayne An- 
drews (Charles Scribner's 
Sons), 


Colombia in 1878 granted a 


canal concession to a French 
company headed by Ferdinand 
de Usseps, but the company 
failed. The United States in 1903 
requested an extension of the 
concession to pick up where de 
I^sseps left off, but Colombia 
refused to allow it. 


Immediately thereafter 


(1903) Panama set up as an 
independent republic and sold 
the United States the canal 
rights 
for $10 million, plus 


additional payments every 
year—increased as the decades 
rolled away. 


By 1914 Americans became 


convinced that out of national 
necessity we had pulled a 
shabby deal on Colombia, and 
that year we signed a treaty 
with Colombia—not actually 
ratified until 1921—and paid her 
J25 million in reparations. 


That's what the history book 


says. 


Not a nice chapter. But not 


wholly bad, either, when 
compared to the record of most 
great 
powers—they 
stole 


everything not nailed down, and 
left without paying a dime. 


Finally, the U.S. is the naval 


guardian 
of the 
Western 


Hemisphere—a job that can't 
be done without control of the 
Panama Canal. 


That's 
something 
the 


politicians in the Colombian 
Congress overlooked when they 
rejected our canal plea in 1903. 
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North soys it won't be intimidated by bombs 


PARIS (AP) - North Viet- 


nam warned today that it will 
never be intimidated by Ameri- 
can bombing or other acts of 
force and will not accept Amer- 
ican efforts to "impose un- 
reasonable terms" in the peace 
talks. 


As Henry A. Kissinger and 


l£ Due Tho met for the fourth 
straight day in their secret ne- 
gotiations, Nguyen Minh Vy 
told the weekly meeting of the 
semipublic, four-party peace 
talks: 


"The negotiations have now 


come to a decisive stage, it is 
either good progress toward 
signing an agreement, or con- 
tinuation of the war. Obviously, 
this depends on the American 
side." 


With 
American 
goodwill, 


peace could be rapidly re- 
stored, Vy continued. But if the 
United States "clings to the pol- 
icy of force in an attempt to 
impose unreasonable terms ... 
the Vietnam question cannot be 
settled and the war will be pro- 
longed." 


Meanwhile, Kissinger and 


Tho were joined for the first 
time in their current round of 
negotiations by the technical 
experts who have been working 
on details of various items that 
might be included in a cease- 
fire agreement. 


The joint meeting of the top 


negotiators and the experts in- 
dicated that the negotiations 
between Kissinger and Tho 
were going beyond arguments 
over basic principles. But both

kept up heavy raids on the

South Vietnamese officials re- 


ported 5-1 enemy attacks in the 
24 hours before dawn today, the 
lowest number since the New 
Year's truce period. 


American 
fighter-bombers 


flew 144 strikes over North 
Vietnam below the 20th parallel 
and U.S. B52s flew 42 more, 
dropping about 1,200 tons of 
bombs. The raids for the past 
two days have been the heavi- 
est in that area since Nov. 15. 


The 
planes 
were 
con- 


centrating on storage areas and 
routes used to move supplies 
southward toward South Viet- 
nam, the U.S. Command said. 


Another 187 fighter-bomber 


strikes and 51 B52 strikes were 
flown in South Vietnam, in sup- 
port of government forces or 
against 
known or suspected 


enemy targets. 


South Vietnamese spokesmen 


said armored troops two days 
a^o found the bodies of 200 
Communists killed by bombs 
about nine miles southwest of 
the provincial capital of Svay 
Kieng, in eastern Cambodia. 


sides maintained their news 
blackout, and there was no evi- 
dence of progress toward re- 
moving the main obstacles to 
agreement. 


In Saigon, the government ra- 


dio commented that: "No prog- 
ress should be expected from 


the peace talks at this time as 
every available indicator sug- 
gests that Hanoi is preparing 
for the worst."

Weather takes toll on soybeans

"*' Recent rainfall in Hempstead and neighboring'counties 
has taken its toll on the soy bean crops. More recently ice 
and sleet have added to the problem of harvesting the 
beans. Soy beans are usually planted in May and June and 
are harvested during the months of September and Oc- 
tober. Months of rainfall have kept the bean fields too wet 
for the heavy combines and trucks to enter the fields for 
harvest. Charles Key and his son, local soy bean farmers, 
have over 500 acres of beans in various stages of harvest. 
Partial harvest is complete, however, several acres 


remain to be harvested. Key has been growing soy beans 
for more than 20 years, but this year has been one of the 
"toughest" years for his crops, he stated. Usual yield per 
acre is between 25 to 30 bushels; this year's harvest will be 
considerably less due to the heavy rains and recent ice 
and snow. Area farmers report that they do expect to be 
able to harvest the bean crops but the delay will prove 
costly. The quality of the soy beans is not expected to be 
affected by the delay unless the rainfall and snow con- 
tinue, Key said. 


One of The Watergate 
7 pleads guilty -- twice 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wa- 


tergate defendant E. Howard 
Hunt Jr. pleaded guilty for a 
second time today, and this 
time the court accepted his 
plea, removing him from the 
trial of seven men charged with 
burglarizing Democratic party 
headquarters. 


But biuore the plea was ac- 


cepted, Hunt said under ques- 
tioning from the bench that the 
prosecut ion's opening statement 
outlining a broad operation of 
political espionage said to have 
been ordered by top members 
of President Nixon's re-election 


campaign was essentially cor- 
rect. 


Hunt is a former White House 


consultant. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


John J. Sirica 
immediately 


placed Hunt under f 100,000 se- 
curity bond and he was taken 
into custody by U.S. marshals 
while his attorneys tried to 
raise bond. 


Earlier, Hunt had pleaded 


guilty to three of the six counts 
against him in the govern- 
ment's indictment, in an un- 
derstanding with the prose- 
cution that three other counts 


would be dropped. 


However, Sirica refused to 


accept the first guilty plea, say- 
ing the interest of justice de- 
manded that all six counts be 
pressed. 


Flanked by his attorneys, 


Hunt stood stony-faced before 
the bench and answered, "Yes, 
your honor," or "No, your hon- 
or," to a series of questions 
aimed at determining whether 
the second plea was voluntary. 


A the request of U.S Attorney 


Earl J. Silbert, Sirica added a 
question as to whether Hunt 
"accepts the essential accuracy 


of the facts" in Silbert's open- 
ing statement to the jury Wed- 
nesday. 


"Yes, your honor," Hunt an- 


swered in barely audible tones. 


Sirica said he was concerned 


about "a proper representa- 
tion" of public interest in jus- 
tice. 


"The court believes that such 


interests cover not only the 
substance of justice but also 
the appearance of justice." 


The prosecution on Wednes- 


day described an alleged cam- 
paign of espionage against the 
Democratic party.

Police 
gunfire from a hovering heli- 
copter killed Essex, a 23-year- 
old black from Emporia, Kan., 
as he zig-zagged across the ho- 
tel roof.

Administration 
is stunned by 
rise in prices

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 


Stunned by the sharpest rise in 
farm wholesale prices in 26 
years, the Nixon administration 
has canceled a requirement 
that farmers must take land 
from production of wheat in 
hopes of boosting grain and 
livestock production this year. 


The Agriculture Department 


announced the move late Wed- 
nesday, including a removal of 
a ban against allowing live- 
stock to graze on idled acres 
"set aside" under government 
control programs for wheat and 
feed grain. 


"The decision to permit graz- 


ing on set-aside acreage was 
made in order to prevent or al- 
l(v/irte,a shortage in the supply 
of livestock feed," the depart- 
ment said. 


Officials disclosed the move 


after the disclosure on Tuesday 
by the government that whole- 
sale farm products, including 
meat and other food products, 
jumped 6.8 per cent in Decem- 
ber. 


But the American National 


Cattlemen's Association, which 
has been opposed to full-season 
grazing on idled crop acres, 
said the action was short- 
sighted and would not solve the 
meat situation 


C. W. McMillan, ANCA exec- 


utive vice president, said in In- 
dianapolis Wednesday night 
that the announcement was a 
"stunning surprise" to him. 


"It absolutely throws con- 


fusion into the whole picture," 
McMillan said in a telephone 
interview. "I'm sure it was a 
reaction to the wholesale price 
announcement on Tuesday." 


McMillan said such action 


was an attempt at "artificial 
creation" of more beef.

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Commander who balked at bombing gives reasons 


SAIGON (AP) - The B52 


commander 
who balked 
at 


bombing North Vietnam after 
his 175th mission said today he 
refused because "the goals do 
not justify the mass destruction 
and killing." 


"It was not specifically the 


bombing of the North," said 
Capt. Michael J. Heck, 30, of 
Chula Vista, Calif., in an inter- 
view. "There is enough suffer- 
ing just in South Vietnam to 
warrant a discontinuation of 
the war. But the massive 
bombing of the North might 


have been the last straw and I 
think the step that specifically 
pushed me over the brink. 


"After 
the cease-fire 
for 


Christmas, the massive bomb- 
ardments resumed and I de- 
cided I had to take the step. I 
reached the decision Dec. 26 
and I went to see my wing 
commander and informed him 
of my decision. He advised me 
to seek legal assistance." 


Heck, a 1964 alumnus of 


President NUon's Quaker alma 
mater, Whittier College, could 
get two years in a military 


prison if a court-martial con- 
victs him of failure to obey a 
general order. 


"I can live with that easier 


than I can with taking part in 
the war," he said. 


The much-decorated flier said 


he began thinking about non- 
participation in the war as far 
back as last September, when 
he returned for his third B52 
tour in Vietnam. He flew his 
last mission on Christmas Eve, 
against the Hanoi-Haiphong 
area. 


"I came to the decision," he 


said, "that any war creates an 
evil far greater than anything 
it is trying to prevent, what- 
ever the reasons, even for the 
self-determination of South 
Vietnam. The goals do not jus- 
tify the mass destruction and 
killing. It's torn our own coun- 
try apart." 


Heck said he has applied for 


noncombat status as a con- 
scientious objector. Meanwhile, 
he is assigned to administrative 
duties at his base in southern 
Thailand while undergoing in- 
vestigation to determine whe- 


ther he will be brought to trial. 


Heck was asked about the 


controversy over whether civil- 
ian areas were hit in the Hanoi 
and Haiphong regions. 


"Anytime you bomb on the 


massive scale we did up 
there," he replied, "there's 
bound to be bombs off target, 
no question about it. I don't 
think we intentionally targeted 
civilian targets, but they inevi- 
tably 
become 
unintentional 


targets that are going to be 
hit." 


Heck said he was disturbed 


by some pilots — "only a few" 
— who want to bomb civilians 
in North Vietnam. 


Asked if other pilots had 


called 
him 
"chicken" 
or 


shunned him, Heck said: 


"It's 
very surprising how 


sympathetic most people are. A 
lot don't agree with me. A lot 
do, but for various reasons they 
can't do what I did. I don't 
have any family (outside of his 
parents) and I'm not making 
the Air Force a career. I have 
a lot less to lose."

ently referring to Bumpers' 
1971 legislative program: "We 
argue over small amounts of 
money for nearly the entire 
session and then pass every- 
thing in front of us in the last 
few days. 


"In the last 10 days of the 


session we spent $350 million," 
he said, "I don't think we can 
spend the taxpayes' money in 
this manner and then go home 
and face them in good con- 
science." 


He said that he intended to 


review every program that was 
passed in an attempt to deter- 
mine if there was "needless 
hiring of additional employes 
and expenditure of money." 


"Some of you may get irri-; 


tated or upset with me before, 
this session is over," Jones 
said. "But if I find that this is 
the case, I'm going to do every- 
thing I can to rectify the situ- 
ation." 


Jones' remarks highlighted a 


brief legislative day in which 
both houses largely marked 
time while their committees be- 
gan deliberations on bills to be 
reported out for consideration 
on the floor. 


Among the actions Wednes- 


day were Senate passage of the 
House bill appropriating $535,- 
650 to pay House expenses of 
the session and House passage 
of the Senate's $418,160 expense 
bill. 


Both adjourned until 10 a.m.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Legislative Council 
reported Wednesday that budg- 
et recommendations approved 
by the council prior to the start 
of the 69th General Assembly 
totaled slightly more than $301 
million for the coming fiscal 
year.

cal year exceeds $333 million. 


Those figures do not include 


any amounts on eight major 
budgets, Deluding ,the budget 
f^ih'e massive Departrh'erit of 
Sobial and Rehabilitative Serv- 
ices.':, 


Gov. Dale Bumpers' recom- 


mendations on those eight 
budgets total $81 million in the 
next fiscal year and $84 million 
the following fiscal year. 


If the governor's recommen- 


dations were followed on the 
eight budgets, the combined 
recommended outlay for fiscal 
1974 would be about $11 million 
more than the state's projected 
income. 


The same $11 million deficit 


would occur in fiscal 1975 if the 
combined 
recommendations 


were approved and revenue 
projects proved accurate. 


The computations do not in- 


clude about $18.3 million in fed- 
eral revenue sharing money ex- 
pected to be available to the 
state each year.

WASHiNGTON (AP) - The 


Army today Unveiled a major 
streamlining of its command 
Structure to improve readiness 
and efficiency, cut military and 
civilian manpower by 15,000 
and save about $1 billion over 
five years. 


the Army said Its reorgani- 


zation, first in 11' years, "is de- 
signed to improve readiness, 
training, the materiel and 
equipment acquisition process, 
the quality and responsiveness 
of management, and better sup- 
port for the soldier...." 


It said no bases around the 


country will be closed, but 
some will be reduced in scope. 


The moves will result, among 


other things, in a 10 per cent 
reduction in the Army staff at 
the Pentagon and a small cut 
in the number of generals. 


A total of 813 military and ci- 


vilian jobs will be cut from the 
headquarters staff and another 
1,986 will be transferred to oth- 
er commands or field agencies. 


The Army estimated the bulk 


of the plan will be in full force 
within 12 months. 


Two new major commands 


will be created to oversee the 
readiness of divisions and other 
units, individual training and 
development of new concepts 
and doctrine, and perform oth- 
er functions. 


There will be increased em- 


phasis on preparedness of the 
National Guard and reserves to 
back up a shrinking regular 
Army. 


Three major present com- 


mands and headquarters will 
be eliminated and the Army 
Materiel Command will be re- 
duced in size.

.This will leave three regional 
Army administrative headquar- 
ters: the 1st at Ft. Meade, the 
ah at Ft.

Kaplan, attorney for the in- 
mates, 10 days in wich to sub- 
mit a brief outlining what the 
inmates consider to be areas 
that require judicial attention. 
Henley gave' Ted Boswell, at- 
torney for the state Department 
of Correction, four or five days 
in which to respond to Kaplan's 
brief. 


Henley said he would issue a

briefs. 


Henley ruled in February 


1970 that conditions at the pris- 
ons constituted cruel and un- 
usual punishment, and the 
hearings that ended Wednesday 
•tore"'held -to evaluate 'the 
stated progress in bringing'the 
insitutions up to constitutional 
standards.

dent at Tucker Intermediate 
Reformatory, denied Wednes- 
day that homes belonging to 
him and an associate superin- 
tendent were remodeled with 
funds taken from the Inmate 
Welfare Fund. 


Stale Correction Commission- 


er Ten ell Don Hutto then 
testified that the remodeling 
was done at his order in an ef- 
fort to provide fringe benefits 
that would attract tetter quali- 
fcd prison officials. 


Paul Gross, former director 


of security at Tucker, 
had 


testified earlier that Britlon 
told him the remodeling money 
came from the welfare fund. 


Britton said Wednesday that 


the lumber used in adding on 
dens in the two homes had been 
in storage at the prison. 


Their testimony was in U. S. 


District Court here in a hearing 
before Judge J. Smith Henley. 


Jack Holt Jr., a laywer for 


the inmates, asked Brilton if 
improvements should not be 
made on facilities used by pris- 
oners before dens were built 
"with wood paneling and car- 
peting. Wouldn't this be de- 
moralizing to the inmates?" 


Britton said he did not be- 


lieve it would be.

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Getting into swing 
of gymnastics

WASHINGTON (NEA) 


Cathy Rigby, the Kewpie doll Olympic gymnast lit a 


fire that is still smoldering when she appeared nude last 
August in Sports Illustrated. She bsred her neat little 
backside in the noble name of sport and gave gymnastics 
a much-needed shot in the arm. 


Millions of viewers rushed to their TV sets for the 


girls' gymnastics events from Munich and were inspired, 
not only by the sultry-eyed, pigtailed Cathy, but by 
Russia's ugly duckling, Olga Korbut. Olga became every- 
body's favorite child with her breathtaking performance 
on the non-parallel bars. Her heartbreaking goof that 
cost her a gold medal in the finals brought a flow of 
sympathetic tears. 


One result of this emotional involvement with two de- 


lightful and graceful girls has been a renewed interest in 
gymnastics, espcciallly, I might add, from the boys. 


The local junior high school in my area was deluged 


with requests from boys to install a program, like the 
girls' existing one, of competitive gymnastics. 


The request was granted, and my 13-year-old son, a 


Cathy Rigby fan, was the first to sign up. 


Outfitting him was inexpensive. A pair of hand-grip

gloves and some ballet-type slippers, and he was ready 
to go. 


After attending a few meets, I was surprised at how 


quickly these awkwardly growing boys mastered the in- 
tricacies of body control. It seemed so natural for them 
and soon 1 realized that gymnastics is only an advanced 
exercise of the games children play when left to their 
own devices. 


Rolling, tumbling, somersaulting, swinging from bars 


and chmm'ng themselves were activities I'd watched 
from the kitchen window as my growing sons played in 
piles of leaves or shinnied up trees in the backyard. 


I began fo think that this natural activity should be 


expanded and that formal gymnastics should be taught 
to children long before they are 13 years old. 


Dr. James A. Nicholas, team physician for the New 


York Jets, addressed the Western Orthopedic Associa- 
tion in Houston, Tex., and described two inherited body 
types: "loose" and "tight." He recommended testing chil- 
dren early to determine which body type they exhibit so 
that the sports they choose to learn will be better fitted 
to their physical capabilities. 


The "tights" are suited for power sports, high-velocity 


sports and contact sports such as weight-lifting,, football, 
hockey, etc. The loose-jointed athlete, while he might 
succeed in such sports, is more subject to injuries of liga- 
ments, dislocations and sprains. The tight athlete is' 
prone to muscle tears. 


A tight person can become more flexible through 


water sports, gymnastics and modern dance. But a loose 
person, to whom these sports come more easily, cannot 
be tightened up. 


So gymnastics is the perfect sport for all children. It 


is easily mastered by those with natural flexibility and 
it develops agility in those who are more rigid. And 
think of the sports injuries that could be prevented by 
this acquired flexibility! 


"Jaguar" Jon Arnett, a flashy running back for the 


Los Angeles Rams in the late '50s, said his background 
in tumbling accounted for his lack of injury on the foot- 
ball field. He put his gymnastics to good use by "rolling 
into a fall." His durability, despite the punishment he 
took from defenders much larger than he, was a marvel. 


It is inexpensive to outfit an elementary school for 


simple gymnastic exercises. A few floor mats and a 
teacher to demonstrate the skills could launch a program 
that both instructs and protects children in their super- 
active years. 


I watched my 5-4, 135-pound son, who in his ballet slip- 


pers looked like a California sequoia transplanted into 
an African violet pot, struggle to hoist his own weight on 
the rings. I giggled as his friends, sporting English sheep- 
dog haircuts, somersaulted and leaped Tike performing 
poodles in the floor exercises. And I vowed that my 3- 
year-old son would begin his gymnastics tomorrow. 


The toddler is primed for gymnastics already. When 


ABC's Wide World of Sports flashes its introduction on 
the TV screen on Saturday afternoon, he's the first one 
there. "Dere Cathy Rigby," he says with masculine ad- 
miration.

Howard is banned one year 


from competing in the National 
Collegiate Soccer Champion- 
ship. 


Centenary was charged with 


allowing some players financial 
aid, even though the players 
are not expected to attain the 
1.6 academic grade average 
NCAA rules require. Highly re- 
cruited basketball star Bob 
Parish falls into this category, 
the council noted. 


The council sidestepped ex- 


pected punishment of South- 
western Louisiana, 
charged

NFL showdown approaching

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


Quarterback Bill Kilmer of the 
Washington Redskins is famil- 
iar with Miami's "No-Name" 
defense—all 11 of them—for 
Sunday's Super Bowl VII Na- 
tional Football League show- 
down." 


"They have a defense and 


they all have names, and I 
know every one, and their num- 
bers, too," says Kilmer, who is 
joined by his ace wide receiver, 
Charley Taylor, in respecting 
the Dolphins' zone pass cov- 
erage. 


"I don't 
think you'll see 


many bombs in this game, 
from the Redskins anyway," 
says Taylor. "There are times 
when they have broken down 
but Miami just doesn't make 
mistakes, and that's the key. 
The only time you're going to 
get a long pass is. when some- 
body makes a mistake and they 
don't make mistakes." 


Kilmer, who has talented re- 


ceivers in Taylor, Roy Jeffer- 
son, Jerry Smith plus running 
backs I,arry Brown and Char- 
ley Harraway, says Miami tries 
to force passes up the middle. 


"They try to make you throw 


into areas where they can re- 
act," he says, "They try to fun- 
nel everything up the middle, 
and they just make you work 
for everything you can get." 


The Dolphins have an extra 


wrinkle in their defense when 
the Redskins are in passing sit- 
uations—the "53" defense, Bpty 
MHthcson, a mobile 235-pound- 
er, replaces a down lineman, 
and another 
linebacker 
re- 


places a back giving Miami 
five linebackers, three down 
linemen and three backs. 


"They have a man—Math- 


eson-who can be a defensive 
end or a linebacker," says Kil- 
mer. "Sometimes he drops off 
into pass protection. It's diffi- 
cult to p'tack this defense be- 
cause you're not sure what 
they're going to do." 


The Redskins faced a version 


of the "5.'J" defense against 
Buffalo during the regular sea- 
son and lost, 24-17, when inter- 
cepted Kilmer passes proved 
the difference. 


They key to passing against 


Miami will be establishing a 
running game to freeze the 
quick Dolphin linebackers, says 
Kilmer. 


"Nick Buoniuonti, Doug Swift 


and Mike Kolen are so quick 
that you (.''in try and fake a run 
and they can get back into pass 
coverage. Sometimes you think 
you have them and they come 
up with the big play or big in- 
terception. 


"You really try to throw be- 


hind the linebackers and in 


front of the def nsive backs, so 
you're going to have to use a 
little bit of play action and try 
to hold those linebackers some 


way with the running game." 


Buoniconti, leader of the Dol- 


phin defense which he dubbed 
the "No Name" unit, and safe- 
ty Dick Anderson discount criti- 
cism of Kilmer's passing-occa- 
sional wobbly throws and rela- 
tively few bombs. 


"Anybody who can-hit 14 of 


18 passes against Dallas in a 
championship game can't be 
bad," says Buoniconti of the 
Redskins' 26-3 victory over the 
Cowboys. 


"Sure it's a bum rap," says 


Anderson. "They say he doesn't 
throw long perhaps because he 
doesn't do it very much, but 
when he lays it up there, all his 
receivers have an average per 
catch that is fairly long." 


The Miami defense, which in- 


tercepted 26 passes and had 33 
sacks of quarterbacks during 
the season, will be without cor- 
nerback Tim Foley, sidelined 
with a shoulder injury. His re- 


placement is Lloyd Mumphord. 


Kilmer says he'll work on 


any defensive back if he can 
get Taylor or Jefferson man- 
for-man on him, but he won't 
necessarily pick on Mumphord. 


Coach Don Shula of Miami 


disagrees. 


"I'm sure they're going to try 


Mumphord and I'm sure Lloyd 
feels that way, too," says 
Shula. 


"I don't know what their 


plans are and I don't really 
care," says Mumphord. "They 
can send 
what 
they want 


against me. I'll be there. That's 
it. I know what I can do." 


Says Kilmer: "We don't plan 


to pick on any one man be- 
cause basicailly you're going to 
face zone defenses and ttu-y 
give you areas. You're going to 
have to attack those areas and 
get your receivers in those 
areas." 


Washington, like Miami, runs 


a lot more than It passes. Kil- 
mer still managed to complete 
120 of 225 passes for a 53.3 per- 
centage and 19 touchdowns dur- 
ing the regular season.

Super coaches have 
different philosophy 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - "Ev- 


erbody has to be himself ... 
it's nice to let the emotions run 
wild once in a while," said 
George Allen, chief cheerleader 
as well as head coach of the 
Washington Redskins. 


The self that is Don Shula, 


though, is more subdued. "I 
can't see myself leading Larry 
Csonka in a rousing 'Hail to the 
Dolphins," the Miami coach 
said Wednesday, taking a light 
poke at Washington's "Hail To 
The Redskins" fight song. 


The quotations illustrate both 


a subtle and vast difference, in 
the philosophy of these two Na- 
tional Football League coaches, 
preparing their team for Sun- 
day's Super Bowl VII at Me- 
morial Coliseum. 


The difference is not to be 


found on the field. It's in the 
locker rooms, before and after 
each game. Allen is an ex- 
ponent of the rah-rah, fight- 
team-fight style, a concept 
Shula doesn't follow 


"I like things that motivate 


men," says Allen, who believes 
that, along with his waves of 
player acquisitions through 
trades, his college-style pep 
talks and cheers have enabled 
him to transform the Redskins 
from a ragged bunch of loser* 
to National Football Conference 
champions with an 11-3 record 
in just two seasons. 


Shula didn't need emotional 


displays to help his team win 
the American Football Confer- 
ence championship and attain 
the league's first perfect season 
in 30 years. 


"We don't go for that rah-rah 


stuff," he says, rejecting th* 
idea that cheers and slogans 
motivate players. Nor does he 
go in for putting up newspaper 
stories quoting opposing play- 
ers. 


"If a newspaper articles goei 


up in the locker room, it Un't 
me who puts it there ... «w 
don't win with newspaper clip- 
pings," he said. 


Since both practices obvious- 


ly have worked-or helped— 
both coaches, quite naturally, 
were supported by their play- 
en. 


"It's a fun part of the game," 
nys Redskins running back 
Charley Harraway. "It's sort of 
built into the atmosphere. It's 
become a part of us and we 
like it." 


"Yeah, it keeps us kind of 


looae," adds quarterback Billy 
Kilmer. "It's not really like col- 
kge because there's so much 
more at stake, but it's still en- 
joyable. It can give you a sort

chance," says Allen who also 
does it primarily to stop rush- 
ing plays such as Miami can 
launch with Larry

But if Miami should have an 


obvious passing situation, such 
as third down and 12 yards to 
go, the Redskins will have their

Three Americans 
killed in Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


Command announced today 
that three Americans were 
killed in action last week, eight 
were wounded and two died of 
nonhostile causes. It was the 
lowest weekly toll since the 
start of the aerial blitz against 
Hanoi and Haiphong. 


The Command's weekly casu- 


alty summary listed no missing 
or captured. It said that the 
total for the war in that cate- 
gory had decreased by one last 
week to 1,806. A spokesman 
said one missing man had been 
declared -dead or some other 
adjustment had been made, but 
he did not know which. 


Not included in today's report 


were eight Americans missing 
this week, in the loss of a fight- 
er-bomber over North Vietnam 
Wednesday and of a helicopter 
Just below the.^demUitarlzed 
rone on Monday.. - . •, f i j 


A total of 109 Americans 


were reported killed, missing 
or captured in the two weeks of 
Dec. 17-30. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported 385 government 
troops killed in action last 
week, the highest toll in six 
weeks. Another 1,449 South 
Vietnamese troops were report- 
ed wounded and 86 were miss- 
ing in action. 


The Saigon command also re- 


ported 923 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed last week, 
the lowest enemy toll reported 
In nearly a year. Much of the 
enemy attacks were by rocket 
or mortar fire, reducing the 
risks for the Communists to a 
minimum. 


The allied commands now 


have reported these total casu- 
alties for the war: 


American — 45,931 killed in 


action, 10,296 deaths from non- 
hostile causes, 303,605 wounded, 
1,805 missing or captured.

What Causes Bags 
Under the Eyes? 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—This may 


not seem important to you, 
but it is to me; How can you 
get rid of bags under your 
eyes? 
I've 
tried 
many 


things. What causes these? 


Dear Reader—Directly un- 


derneath 
the eyelid is a 


small bag of fat. As people 
get older, unless they have 
remained very thin, this bag 
of fat increases in size lead- 
ing to the typical baggy ap- 
pearance that disturbs some 
people. Of course, with the 
enlargement of the bag of 
fat, the skin of the lower 
eyelid is stretched. The only 
satisfactory way of correct- 
ing this problem is by cos- 
metic surgery. 


An incision is made along 


the rim of the lower eyelid 
just at the base of the eye- 
lashes. With a little pressure 
beneath the eyeball, the bag 
of fat is literally popped out 
and excised. The excess skin 
is then removed and the in- 
cision sutured. It usually re- 
quires several months to re- 
gain full normal movement 
of the lower eyelid, since the 
muscles normally associated 
with the eyelid closure are 
attached to the skin in this 
region and are cut in the 
course of the operation.

signed to be dissolved in the 
digestive tract. The coating 
on them, including vitamin 
pills and capsules, is usually 
there to save you from hav- 
ing to experience their ter- 
rible taste. While it isn't true 
that medicines have lo taste 
awful to be effective, it does 
seem to be true that a lot of 
good medicines taste pretty 
bad, including some vitamin 
preparations. Some pills are 
coated with a material to 
keep them from being dis- 
solved in the stomach. This 
is because 
the types of 


chemicals in the pills might 
be destroyed by the acid di- 
gestive juices in the stom- 
ach, and it is desired that 
they be protected from this 
until they reach the intestine 
which 
is 
more 
alkaline. 


These are called 
enteric 


coated pills or capsules. 


There are some pills that 


don't dissolve well in the di- 
gestive tract and might pass 
through 
without 
adequate 


absorption. This is a result 
of faulty preparation, if it 
should occur, and to my 
knowledge no pharmaceu- 
tical houses are intentionally 
making pills of this type. 


Some 
pills 
should 
be 


chewed, but usually the doc- 
tor will give you this instruc- 
tion or they will be on the 
prescription, or it will be 
on the bottle if it happens to 
be something you can buy 
yourself. As an illustration, 
many of the antacid tablets 
are chewed so that they will 
provide the most immediate 
and 
effective neutralizing 


action of the acid in the 
stomach. I think it's safe to 
say that your husband can 
swallow his vitamin pills and 
other pills and feel assured 
he will receive the full bene- 
fit from them.

EL DORADO, Ark. (AP) - 


Scorned by society and per- 
secuted by themselves, an esti- 
mated 5,000 persons in a six- 
county area around El Dorado 
need help. 


Their problem comes from a 


bottle and it's called alcohol. 


An estimated 3.8 per cent of 


the nation's population is com- 
posed 
of alcoholics. That's 


roughly two to three per city 
block. 


Ralph Scott, director of the 


alcoholic treatment program at 
the South Arkansas Mental 
Health Center here, says: "An 
alcoholic is a person who has 
lost control of his or her drink- 
ing. In other words, he or she 
can't lake one drink and stop." 


The center's program in- 


volves Union, Calhoun, Colum- 
bia, Dallas, Nevada and Oua- 
chita counties. 


In the late 1960s, Congress 


a p p r o v e d 
l e g i s l a t i o n 


authorizing 
grants 
for 


organized 
psychiatric and 


medical approaches to the 
treatment of alcoholism. El 
Dorado, was the llth city in the 
nation to obtain a grant. 


Scott said the project offers 


five basic services: 


—A 24-hour emergency medi- 


cal service. 


—In-patient services to stabi- 


lize the patient's medical condi- 
tion. 


—Partial hospitalization. 
Out-patient services. 
—Consultation and education. 
"Alcoholism grasps people 


from all walks of life and is not 
confined to any economic or so- 
cial group," Scott said. "The 
youngest patient we've had is a 
17-year-old who was abusing al- 
cohol and the oldest was over 
70." 


Patients of the 
program 


sometimes come on a voluntary 
basis, sometimes by court re- 
ferral, sometimes by court 
commitment and sometimes as 
a result of medical emergency, 
he said. 


The first task is to stabilize 


the patient's medical condition. 
That 
often 
involves hospi- 


Uilization. When it's over, the 
patient is referred to the center 


for evaluation. 


If 
the 
individual - accepts 


treatment, 
he 
submits 
to 


therapy which is 
"directed 


toward helping the patient gain 
insight into his or her problem 
and to learn to deal more effec- 
tively with the environment," 
Scott said. 


The patient is sent to the im- 


mediate care facility for an av- 
erage period of three weeks. 
This facility is a dormitory 
which provides a "structured 
living" 
situation, 
including 


meals, recreational activities, 
and so forth. 


The treatment begins in the 


facility. Daily, at 8:30 a.m. 
patients are 
taken 
to the 


treatment center, The regime 
continues, with a short break 
for lunch, until 4:30 p.m. 


Individual counseling, group 


therapy, psychological testing, 
vocational rehabilitation, re- 
lated therapy and conditioning 
exercises are parts of the pro- 
gram. 


"Some of our group therapy 


sessions get heated as hell," 
Scott said. 


At the end of the day, the 


patient is returned to the dor- 
mitory. On weekend, relatives 
may "sign out" patients who 
are voluntarily participating in 
the program. Court permission 
may be required to "sign out" 
patients enrolled because of 
commitment by the court. 


A paitent still facing charges, 


however, may not be signed out 
until he has gone before a 
judge. 


Wecknight deparatures from 


the immediate care facility are 
permitted only for attendance 
at 
meetings 
of 
Alcoholics 


Anonymous. The AA holds a 
meeting each Saturday night at 
the dormitory, also, Scott said. 


The therapy program suc- 


ceeded by out-patient therapy, 
such as family counseling and 
job counseling. 


In many cases, Scott said, 


the plan includes voluntary use 
of Antabuse, a drug which will 
make a person severely ill if he 
consumes 
alcohol. 
Most 


patients fear that they will be 
unable, to resist the temptation 
to drink and therefore refuse to 
take Antabuse, he said.
